COFFEE POOLED 2,800 BALES OF COTTON IN DECEMBER; 
MANY FARMERS START DAIRYING; COST OF MAK. 
ING CROP MUST BE CUT IN 1927; A WORD OF WARN. 
ING GIVEN TO ALL FARMERS. 


In co-operation with our bankers we have pooled more cotton with 
the Alabama Farm Bureau Cototn Association in Montgomery during the 
month of December than ever before during one month. Coffee's quota is 
2800 bales and we now have pooled over 5,000 bales. At least 25 per cent 
of the county’s crop for 1926 will be retired from the market for at least 
18 months time. We have been assisted in this big record month's busi- 
ness by the active co-operation of our county bankers who seem to under- 
stand as never before the great need for banker, farmer and business man 
pulling together for their mutual gain. ad 

A number of farmers have been shipping cream during the month 
and are well pleased with the results. 

About 6 weeks ago I assisted Cecil Mixon, who resides on New Brock- 
ton Route 3, to find a cream separator and urged him to begin shipping 
cream immediately. 1 told him that he could expect from $4.00 to $5.00 
each from some good grade cows and suggested that he buy all the cheap 
cotton seed meal that he would need for several months. By way of fur- 
ther instruction along dairy lines, we visited the best small dairy in the 
county which seemed to impress him with the possibilitiis of darying on 
his farm up on Pea River. On December 31st Mr. Mixon came to my 
office and made the first month’s report on his new busine He said he 
bought 5 cows a little over a month ago, paying less than $35.00 each for 
the five, and his cream checks from the Dothan Creamei) had totaled dur- 
ing December $35.65, or an average of over $7.00 per cow and he had 
all his milk and fertilizer left on the farm. Mr. Mixon said that his little 
demonstration in cream shipping from five piney woods co 
means of interesting 5 or 6 of his neighbors in dairying 

The skimmed milk fed to pigs will net Mr. Mixon a nice little sum 
and his barnyard fertilizer saved from his cows, he 
nitrate of soda bill this spring. So, Mr. Mixon is experiencing the many- 
sided profits of the best business our farmers can engage in—that of the 
small dairy farm. 

The following figures are taken from results of : 
ducted by a county agent and a Mississippi cotton gro 
reported by the French Potash Society in the Southern Ruralist of January 
issue. In publishing these figures we are not trying to get the farmers 
to use more fertilizer but to cut his acreage and fertilize well what cot- 
ton he plants. 

This farmer had been using three tons of fertilizer on 80 acres in 
cotton for several years. He decided to continue with his 
cotton, using three tons of fertilizer and also to plant 7 acres 
and use three tons on the 7 acres and compare the net profits from tne two 
fields. Here are the results:

MAINTENANCE OF ROADS. 


The old system in vogue for many years was 
continued in 1928, 1924 and 1925, which authorized 
overseers and working persons liable to road duty 
ten days in the year. This worked well until the 
year 1925, after the entire change of County Com- 
missioners, Aaah all the overseers had been ap- 


pointed by he out-going commissioners, and 
the new Commissioners who took charge on 
January 19th, 1925, found much trouble in 


‘getting and keeping in touch with their work and 


many overseers played on their jobs. In November, 
1925, the new County Commissioners decided to per- 
mit the payment of a Pereapita Road tax of $7.50, 


if paid by January 15 1926, or $10 if paid thereafter 
to February 1, 1926. There was collected a total of 
$15,000, Mr. J. S. Watts was made County Road 
M: Lintenance supervisor and beat supervisors were 


appointed to work the roads. Much work was done, 


but due to many washing rainsthe roads were not 
kept in good condition during the year. Believing 
that a return to the work svstem should be m: ide, the 


Commissioners on Dee, 18, 1926, abolished the per- 


capita road tax system forthe year of 1927. For 
the next year, therefore, no pereanpita road tax will 
be received, but overseers will be required to work 


all hands ten days. 


In addition to working hands on the roads, the 
county road machinerv will be used in keeping in 
good condition, if possible, all graded roads in the 
County. The County cannot new purchase needed 
maintenance equipment and the four tractors will be 
used in maintenance as well as. construction work 


during 1927, 
CO—OPERATION AN ASSET. 


Coffee County has had the loyal and patriotic 
co—oneration of the people in road building, Int 
for this co-oneration the county rond work would 
have suffered. They give all riehts of wav for roads 
and onen these rights of wav by removing trees, 
stumns and fences ete. The County has not paid one 
cent for rimhts of way for the Countv ronds. This 
has matcrially promoted the road work in the eoun- 
tv. There are now rer idy for the tractor-eradey out 


fits over one hundred miles of road rights of way 
and the demands of the people eannot be aad 
promntly. 

During the vears of 1927 and 1928. if this road 
program may continue, Coffee County will have eane 
forward a long way in perfecting a fairly good voad 
system. 

STATE HIGHWAYS IN COFFEE. 


Coffee County will have by the end of 1927. if 


plans carry. 75 miles of State Hiehswavse. These will 


give to Coffee the greatest number of miles of anv 
adioinine county. Out of the $800.990.90 of the 
twenty-five million dollar hond issue. in xddition to 


the hiehways already completed, Coffes Connty will 
have lines connectine with county sets, when com 
nleted in the adioining counties of Dald. Crenshaw 
and Covineton. Out of the halahee. cantrneted ond 
uneontracted. we exnect to build the ronds from Elba 
towards Onn to Covineton line. from FEnternrise to- 
wards Ozark to Dale line, and from Piha towards 
Brantley to Crenshaw County line. We hove alyeady 
completed hirhwavs fram Elba townrds Troy to Pike 
‘line, and fram Elba by Enternrise tawards Ganava 
line. and these roods have heen enmnleted to the 
county seats of Pike and Geneva eAtintios, Corffea 
will thus he more fortunate than anv of her adivin- 
ing eauntiasg in camnlatine with the $25 000 000 hond 
issue the County Seat Svstem. 

THE COUNTY AND STATE HICUWAYS 

Tf the county retains the two eents eas tax snd 
the Graves administration adds two cents for anather 
issne of twenty five million dollars af honds and Cof- 
fee gets 60 to 75 miles more State Hiehwavs. we 
hone to have by the end of the next four vears one of 
the very best road systems in all Alabama. There 
will be no end to road improvement work. Sand- 
elay roads require constant maintenance. otherwise 
itis a waste to build them. Tt takes money nnd a lot 
of it to build and maintain highways. Chean reads 
will not wear lone. 

Wooden bridves are ranidly going to nieees. and 
ere lone there will be no lumber to rebuild and re- 
pair these hrideoes Steel and conevete hridees are 
the cheanest pnd most ecanomical in the lone run. 

PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS MADE 

COTIRT HOTISES AND JAITS In the hegin- 
ning of 1998. the Court House at Elba and the Conn- 
ty Jail at Elba were hoth in” had condition. Thev 
were during the year of 1928 renaired, painted and 
renerally imnroved which contributed to the preser- 
vation as well as the convenience of these nublie 
buildings. 

Tn January, 1924, the Court Honse at Enternvise 
was destroved by fire. During the next few months 
the Court House there was rebuilt and made fire- 
proof with safety vaults for all county records. This 
was done with insurance money received and the of- 
fiers eaninned with steel furniture, leavine 2 balance 
of 812900 to the ervedit of tha County. Residas ya- 
bunildine the Court House. a nrison or inil addition 
was made at the rear of the Enterprise Court Hanse 
and adequate jail aeeommodations are thus nrovided. 
The old nvricon at Pnternvise was sald The eounty 
had one-half interest in it. The FEnternrise Court 
House and Jail will last the County for many venrs 

The Court House nat Blha. huilt in 19028 was on 
tirely too smoll for the disnatch of the Conny busi- 


ness Tn 19°96 additions were made at a cost of 
around $20.000.00, whieh now makes the Flhn Cony 
House one of the hest in the State. Two wines were 


built to the old bhuildine. one on the north and one on 
the south. The symmetry of the structure was nre- 
served and retained: office room more than doubled 
and, sitting unon the beautiful Court Sanare, sur 
rounded by conerete navement. which the county 
iided in constructing, the Court House presents an 
imposing appearance, and is adequate to house all 
the county departments. the business of the county 
now having grown so extensively. It will not he nec- 
essary in many years to eome to pay rent for county 
officials. and convenience is provided for holding 
terms of the courts. 

Many improvements have been made also to the 
County Jail at Elba Plumbing fixtures have heen 
purchased and installed: sereen doors and windows 
provided, and during the four vears the jail has been 
painted inside three times, and one time on the out- 


sid lt is kent in wood condition. 


THE COUNTY ALMSHOUSE. 

\t the begenning of 1928 the County Farm and 
Almshouse was situated three miles west of Elba on 
the road leading to Dannelly’s Cross Roads. There 
were at the time nine inmates inthe Home. The 
buildings were old, under repair and presented a 


very dilapidated appearance. Things looked 
gloomy in the little vale between two hills. 

In May, 1924, the inmates were removed to the 
new Home on Law Heights one mile east of Elba. 
The County purchased ten acres and a nine room 
residence and built another building adjacent giving 
six rooms more. Repairs were made to the old res« 
dence, and all the buildings painted. There are now 
22 inmates in the Almshouse, and they are made 
comfortable. Tn 1926, a new water system was in- 
stalled, and sanitary closets putin. Fleetrie lights 
are provided by the construction of a line to the 
Almshouse at the expense of the County. The 
County Almshouse is modern in appearance, has 
lights and water and no healthier place could be had 
for such a home. The property is well worth 
$8,000.00. The old farm and shack of buildings 
were sold for $1600. The County's proper eare.of 
the poor will soon necessitate an additional building 
and XG dditional equipment. No greater need has the 
County than that of 9 hospital, and this should be the 
next step taken by the County. 

FARM DEMONSTRATION WORK. 

At the beginning of 1928 there was no farm 
demonstration work in Coffee C ounty, and had not 
heen for several years. The need of this work was 
visioned by the County Commissioners, and the work 
began on January 1, 1924, and continues to this date. 
The County pavs $1800 a year to this work, and the 
State and Federal Government pay a like sum, and 
the Farm Bureau pays all other expenses, In dol- 
lars and cents this work saves the farmers of the 
county thousands and thousands of dollars annu: uly. 
As n builder for the future there is no w ay to esti- 
mate the benefits of this farm demonstration work. 

HOME DEMONSTRATION WORK. 

It was on October 1, 1925, the Home Demon: 
stration work started, and it now continues. 
The people are delighted with the results so far. 
While the Farm demanstration work i under the 
supervision and leadership of Mr. R. G, Arnold, a 
most efficient agent, the home Aerioreetn work 
is under the supervision of Miss Grace James. These 
efficient leaders work in eo—oneration with the 
County Sunt. of Education and the school supervisor 
and are edueating and training the boys and rirls on 
the farm and in the home, The henefits ace ruing are 


inestimable. Mr, Arnold and Miss James make - 


monthly renorts to the Court of County Commiss- 
ioners. and these renorts sneak wonde fol achieve- 
ment for the County. Coffee has taken her rightful 
place as a leader of the:agricultural counties of the 
State. 

CHILD WELFARE WORK. 

Coffee County was the first County in the Stats 
to organize for child welfare work under the few 
child welfasa law of 1928. Thao work hor rapt ty Dee 
1, 1924, and now continues. Miss Mattio ewlng 
now deceased. was our first Child Welfare ail She 
laid broad and deen the foundatinas for » aren’ ser- 
vice, and on October 1, 1925. the Child Welfare 
Board elected Miss Jean Laneston. who enOwe no 
north, no south, no east and no west in her endeav- 
ors. Under the splendid. able leadership of Miss 
Laneston the County is doing a work long neglected 
in the eountyv. 

While the State and Federal governments con- 
tribute $1650 annually to the County four Home Dem-

Coffee County thousands have died for lack of just 
such work os the Coffee County Health Unit is now 
doing. Statisties warrant us in saying here that 
measured by the minimum cost of the service render- 


ed already our citizens wet $7 for every $1 dollar in- 
vasted hy the County. This money ic not spent; it is

COMMISSIONERS AS SUPERVISORS OF WORK. 


The law makers readily recognize the dangers 
of making a County Commissioner Road or Bridge 
Supervisor, or, for that matter, employee of the

actually prohibits County Commnaissioners from em- 


plovine their kin folks, making it a misdemeanor 
to do so. {f eontracts cannot be made with relatives, 
certainly contracts cannot be made with commission- 
ers themselves. They are officially employed by the 
people: they can never be legally employed by their 
Commissioners Court Reference here is made to a 
recent order of the ¢ (t whereby tt was sought to 


re-oreanize the Commissioners Court and change the 
policy of road and bridge work in the county by mak- 
ing each Coun y ‘ ‘ommissioner in his respective dis- 

This order, i 
is needless to say, was and is illegal and void, and no 
County Commissioner is authorized to charge the 
County for such services.

The County gets a small part 
of the taxes. 

Kighty precent of all vehicle license, or tag, 
{axes goes to the State to take care of the $25,000, 
000 bond issue and to manitain State roads. Two- 
thirds of the all privilege license taxes and mortrage 
taxes and deeds taxes go to the State. The county 
gets one-third of these taxes. We have already 
stated in round numbers the totals of all taxes an- 
nually according to the County. 

What does the County do with its shave of the 
taxes? The County pays for all stationery and of- 
fice supplies of the County offices, including those 
of the County Superintendent of Wdueation and 
stamps for his official use. The County buys al! 
typewriters for the County officers and all books for 
public records in all the Courts, except Justice 
Courts. The county pays for Tustice Court ot wiks 
for Circuit Court blanks galore, for Equity Court 
blanks, and Probate Court blanks, mortpage and 
deed records many, We feel certain that we are 
justified in saying that the purchasing agent sysiem 
during the last four years have saved around $5000 
“a year on these items. 

The County pays the expenses of all privary 
and general and special elections held in the Bounty, 
including election supplies and pay of election of 
ficers. Some years this item runs high. 

The County pays jury service in all courts in the 
County, and coroner’s juries and witnesses atlonding 
inquests; also juries in inquisition omeredinas: also 
expenses of transferring the insane to the Insane los- 
pitals at Tuscaloosa and Mt. Vernon. Also pays for 
keeping and clothing of all paupers and conviets and 
prisoners, except feed of prisoners which is paid by 
the State: for medical treatment of all these and 
pays the County physician. 

The County pays for Cireuit Court bailiffs. for 
Court Renorter and his stationery supplies; for sher- 
iff’s services in summoning special venires and for 
exofficio services of the Circuit Clerk, sheriff and 
Probate JTudee. The Circuit Clerk gets $950.00 an- 
nually: the sheriff gets $500.00 annually, and in ad- 
dition $1200.00 for his chief deputy sheriff.- The 
Probate Judge gets $400.00 annually. The County 
pays for clerical assistance in making out qualified 
lists of voters for the County elections. ‘The County 
navs the County Treasurer $1590.00 salary a year: 
pays for his records, and pays the Tax Assessor for 
making land and lot books and abstract books. Povs 
the Tax Collector for making list of noll tax pavers 
These items total high. What woes with the money? 
Why, the County pays $10,160.00 from the $45,009 
of taxes annually for interest on the bonded deli of 
the county. Not much shows for this tax. Wha’ 
else comes out of this general fund of the County? 
I answer with some figures recently handed m: by 
the County Treasurer as follows:

Without the strictest economy in all County ex- 
nenditures it is seen at once that it is imnrossible to 
keep the County on a cash basis and to keep within 
the County’s income. The Tax Assessor and Tax 
Collector are paid commissions out of the $45,000 
of general funds collected. It is the business of the 
Court of County Commissioners to run the financial 
affairs of the county. Unless they are good business 
men and unless thev devote their time and thought 
to the work, there is no chance to keep the County 
out of debt and run the affairs of the County on 
cash basis. There is no money to waste; there is ab- 
solutely none to graft. It does not take lone for in- 
experienced and inefficient or corrupt county Com- 
missioners to ruin the County government, 

CONCLUSION. 

In conelusion, we wish to say that the good 
citizenshiv of the County have heartily co-onerated 
with the County administration during the past four 
vears. Some have not. Some have “knocked” and 
“blocked,” but these are not the friends of the coun- 
tv. We would respectfully ask their co-operation in 
the interest of our great County. We need to pull 
torether for the common good of the County.
